IGHT minutes was all it took for Samson 

Siasia to announce his arrival in the 
National Soccer League. His debut for Perth 
Glory had been anticipated by both fans and 
officials, and when his first telling touch nes- 
tled in the back of the net the cheer was 
deafening. 

Siasia slipped the shackles of Socceroos 
defenders Milan Ivanovic and Alex Tobin and 
propelled himself at Ernie Tapai’s free-kick. 

The goal that resulted seemed to have 
answered the questions and in so doing 
ripped the roof off the Perth Oval atmos- 
phere. 

Every one of the 17,000 fans leapt to their 
feet as the Nigerian international celebrated 
his goal. 

It was a dream start. But later, after 
Adelaide City responded with four goals of 
its own, the Super Eagle's wings had been 
clipped. The signs before the match had 
been good. 

With the media still swarming around him, 
Siasia deflected suggestions he would find it 
difficult to adjust to a new team in a new 
league. 

There is nothing too difficult about holding 
on to the ball and making the right decisions 
when to release it, he said simply. 

But still the critics wondered how well a 
USA ‘94 World Cup player would slot into the 
Glory's domestic line-up. 

“Eootball is universal,” Siasia announced 
at a pre-match conference. “I will just play.” 

The nonchalance of his remark was far 
removed from the expert diving header 
which put the Glory a goal up against one of 
the best defences in the competition. 

However, the disappointment of losing on 
his debut overshadowed the thrilling opener. 

“In football you have to be expecting 
things like this,” Siasia said of his reaction to 
Tapai's pass. 

“There was a little bit of luck - the ball 
came at the right time and | was there.

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“But that doesn't matter now. It is impor- 
tant to win.” 

Siasia has tasted success at the highest 
level including a spectacular goal against 
Argentina at the last World Cup, and he 
wants to continue his winning ways. 

“They're good guys,” he said of his Glory 
teammates after the 4-1 loss to Adelaide. 
“We can learn from each other.” 

Whatever the Nigerian had in mind started 
to take shape quickly and the 1-0 victory in 
Brisbane was proof that Glory will be a force 
in the 1997-98 season. 

A brilliant individual goal from Bobby 
Despotovski had been the difference, but the 
performance of the whole team had been 
exceptional. The understanding between 
Despotovski and Siasia, that Perth followers 
hope will bring a bagful of goals, was starting 
to develop. 

NSL defences will have to take note.

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— A Brief History 


| N 1995-96 the Melbourne Knights took out the A- 
league title as well as the cup final. These two tro- 
phies, both won for the first time in 1994-95, were 
a long time coming for a club which has existed in 
one form or another for over 40 years, and who had 
come so close so many times in the early 1990s. 

Essendon Croatia, who changed their name to 
Melbourne Croatia in 1984, and then the Knights in 
1993, were formed in 1975. Until then a series of 
mergers and takeovers transformed the club into 
what we know it today. 

A club simply called Croatia entered the 
Victorian provisional league in 1953, and merged 
with Preston Croat in 1965. Three years later they 
won their first Victorian state league title. 

The club took over the Essendon Lions in 1975. 
In 1978 and 1979 Essendon Croatia won the 
Victorian state league championship, and finished 
second in each of the following four years. Eddie 
Krncevic, Australia’s first overseas success story of 
the modern era, and now coach of the Carlton 
Blues, came through the Essendon state league 
ranks. 

With the drastic restructure of the national 
league in 1984, the Knights entered the country’s 
major league. It was in this year the national 
league reverted from a one division, 16 team 
league, to a dual conference set-up. Each confer- 
ence consisted of 12 teams. Melbourne Knights 
was probably the strongest candidate for one of 
the extra league positions. Their national career 
commenced stunningly as the club made it to the 
preliminary final of the southern conference at only 
their first attempt. 

The Knights were final series’ contenders in 1989 
and 1989-90, but their first grand final appearance 
came at the climax of the 1990-91 season. In prob- 
ably the most enthralling A-league final ever 
played, the Knights in most people's minds out- 
played South Melbourne only to lose in a penalty 
shoot-out. The teams drew 1-1 in front of Victoria's 
biggest ever national league crowd - 23,318. The 
same scenario occurred in 1992, the Knights losing 
on penalties to Adelaide City. Yet another grand 
final appearance in 1994 saw another loss, again to 
Adelaide City (0-1). It was the club's first grand final 
played outside of Melbourne, in May 1995, where 
the Knights were ultimate victors at last. The 
Knights gained deserved revenge in defeating 
Adelaide City 2-0 in the most one sided of nation- 
al league grand finals ever played.

Knights. The team were champions, minor pre- 
miers and cup winners - the first time ever that one 
club has ever taken out the ‘treble’. The 6-0 cup 
final win was again the most one-sided final of this 
competition. Knights’ teenage sensation Mark 
Viduka took out the player of the year, under 21 
player of the year and top scorer of the year. Mirko 
Bazic was voted coach of the year. 

Amazingly, the same two people had won all 
four same awards the previous season. To say the 
Knights deserved their first championship in 1994- 
95 is a colossal understatement. 

Despite the loss of Viduka and fellow Socceroo 
defender Steve Horvat, the club won the league 
again in 1995-96. Even more quality players dis- 
appeared in the 1996 off-season, including Vinko 
Buljubasic and 1996 Olyroos Danny Tiatto and Joe 
Spiteri. 

Again however, the Knights made the semis - 
only after a last-round come-from-behind victory 
over the Glory. This was a result the Glory boys 
won't forget as it was themselves who the Knights 
replaced in the top six.

1934 ITALY 


Footlall tard Propaganda 


LTHOUGH a great sporting success, the 

second World Cup took place in an 
environment where fanaticism was running 
high. In 1934, the fascists in Italy were well 
aware that football could be a potent tool for 
propaganda. 

Though four years earlier it had refused to 
participate in the first World Cup, Italy 
became the competition’s chief advocate in 
1934, when the sporting and financial stakes 
were doubled by enormous _ political 
pressure. 

Propaganda was the order of the day for 
Mussolini, who saw the World Cup as an 
opportunity to'vaunt his fascist regime. He 
was helped in this task by the “Giocco 
Calicio" federation president, General 
Vaccaro, a staunch supporter of II Duce. 

Staged between May 27 and June 10, 
1934, this World Cup was markedly more 
ambitious than its forerunner. 

Thirty-two nations took part and for the first 
ime a preliminary round was necessary, 
which qualified 16 teams for the finals. Sadly, 
as a retort to the many withdrawals of 
‘uropean teams four years earlier, several 
South American nations, such as Argentina 
and Brazil, did not send their best teams to 
taly. Uruguay did not even defend its title. 

Predictably then, only European teams 
reached the quarter-finals. The battle 
‘reached its height in Florence. In gruelling 
heat, a steely Spanish defence bravely 
resisted the onslaught of the Squadra Azzura 
and at the end of extra-time the score stood 
at 2-2. 

The match would have to be replayed ... 
the next day. 

In an effort to rejuvenate their troops, both 
coaches called.on fresh legs (five changes in 
the Italian team and seven for Spain), but 
player after player collapsed from sheer 
exhaustion ... 

Happily for the locals, the Squadra centre- 
forward Giuseppe Meazza scored the only 
goal of the game. 
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Two days later, the same scenario took 
place in the semi-final against Austria, in 
Milan. On a San Siro pitch resembling a 
quagmire after a torrential storm, it was again 
Meazza, playing his fourth game in a week, 
who scored the winning goal and qualified 
his team for the Final. Italy's opponent was to 
be Czechoslovakia, conqueror of Germany. 

On Sunday, June 10, the whole of Italy was 
holding its breath. In his private box draped 
in purple, Mussolini awaited the triumph of 


the Squadra like a Roman emperor. For two 


whole hours the crowd chanted “I-ta-lia ... 
Du-ce ... |+ta-lia ... Du-ce!” But there were 
still 20 minutes remaining when, from a 
corner, the Czechoslovakia left-winger Puc 
put his team ahead, and the del Partiti 
Stadium was silenced. 

With only a few minutes to go, however, 
the Italo-Argentinian Orsi equalised for Italy, 
forcing the game into extra-time. _ Italy 
suffered a blow when its marksman Meazza 
was injured in a tackle, but he recovered 
sufficiently to lay on the winning goal for his 
team-mate Schiavio. But while the Squadra 
Azzura had displayed undeniable footballing 
abilities and truly deserved to win, Mussolini's 
ensuing fascist salute to the crowd cast a 
sinister shadow over this particular World 
Cup victory.

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THE WHISTLE BLOW 


To illustrate the difference between the current 
version of the Laws of the Game and the new 
revised version,’ take the example of the 
Offside Rule. ; 


The current text reads: Law XI - Off side 

1. A player is in an off-side position if he is 
nearer to his opponents’ goal-line than 

the ball, unless: 

a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
b) he is not nearer to his opponents’ goal-line 
than at least two of his opponents. 

2. It is not an offence in itself to be in an off- 
side position. A player shall only be penalised 
for being in an offside position if, at the 
moment the ball touches, or is played by one of 
his team, he is, in the opinion of the referee, 
involved in active play by: 

a) interfering with play, or 

b) interfering with an opponent, or 

c) gaining an advantage by being in that posi- 
tion. 

3. A player shall not be declared off-side by 
the referee 

a) merely because of his being in a off-side 
position, or 

b) if he receives the ball direct from a goal 
kick, a corner kick or a throw-in. 

4. If a player is declared off-side, the referee 
shall award an indirect free kick, which shall be 
taken by a player of the opposing team from 
the place where the infringement occurred, 
unless the offence is committed by a player in 
his opponent's goal area, in which case the free 
kick shall be taken from any point within the the 
goal area. 


DECISIONS OF THE INTERNATIONAL F.A. 
BOARD 

1. Off-side shall not be judged at the moment 
the player in question receives the ball, but 
at the moment when the ball is passed to him 
by one of his own side. A player who is not in 
an off-side position when one of his colleagues 
passes the ball to him or takes a free-kick, does 
not therefore become offside if he goes for- 
ward during the flight of the ball. 


Understanding the Dffride Law 
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2. A player who is level with the second last 
opponent or with the last two opponents is not 
in an off-side position. 


The new text is as follows: Law XI - 

Off side 

e It is not an offence in itself to be in an off- 
side position. 

A player is in an off-side position if: 

e he is nearer to his opponents’ goal line than 
both the ball and the second last opponent 


A player is not in an offside position if: 

e he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
e he is level with the second last opponent, 
or 

e he is level with the last two opponents. 


Offence 

A player in an off-side position is only penalised 
if, at the moment the ball touches or is played 
by one of his team, he is, in the opinion of the 
referee, involved in active play by: 

e interfering with play, or 

e interfering with an opponent, or 

gaining an advantage by being in that position. 


No Offence 

There is no off-side offence if a player receives 
the ball directly from: 

© a goal kick, or 

¢ a throw-in, or 

e acorner kick 


Infringements/Sanctions 

For any off-side offence, the referee awards an 
indirect free kick to the opposing team to be 
taken from the place where the infringement 
occurred.

LEEVES AND LONG STRIDES 


PART from the goalkeeper, Vinko 

Buljubasic may probably be the most 
easily identified Perth Glory player - he’s the 
one with long sleeves and even longer 
strides. 


The wearing of long sleeves do not go 
back to the days when Buljubasic played in 
Victoria with the Melbourne Knights, where 
he won two national league titles. 


“| actually opted for long sleeves after | 
joined Glory,” he said. “There's no truth in 
the rumour that it started in Victoria where 
the weather can be quite chilly. In fact it does 
get quite hot at times wearing the shirt but 
during the away matches it does the job.” 


As for the long strides (and we're not 
talking of trousers) the sight of Buljubasic in 
full flight surging elegantly upfield is another 
of his familiar trademarks which quickens the 
pulse of many Glory supporters. 


Buljubasic admits that his place is in 
defence, but when the opportunity rises, he 
likes nothing better than to run at opposition 
defences. 


The 24-year-old Victorian has travelled 
extensively in Europe and Asia, playing just 
over 20 times for the national under-23-side. 
One of his highlights was against leading 
English club, Leeds United. 


But the trip over the Nullarbor was the 
hardest decision of his life when he agreed to 
join Glory on a two year contract. 


"On reflection, | made the right decision as 
the Glory captured the imagination of all 
soccer followers throughout the country and 
the home attendances, averaging over 
11,000, are simply great,” he said. 


“| am grateful to all those who have made 
me feel at home in Perth, in fact everyone has 
been very supportive.” 


An Achilles injury has hampered Buljubasic 
during the pre-season training and he feels 
that everything is on the mend. 


His main objective this season is to help 
Glory go that one step further to make the 
top six play-offs. 


“It was a sickening experience losing to 
Knights on the final fixture last season,” he 
said. 


Buljubasic is looking forward to today’s 
clash with his former club, and if Glory can 


repeat the form shown against Brisbane last 


week, then he is sure that Glory will send out 
a strong warning to other clubs. 


The next big decision Buljubasic will make 
will be next April when his contract ends. He 
would not comment on his future apart from 
saying that when he retires as a player, he 
would like to become a coach. 


But that is a long time off for the amicable 
Victorian.
